National Organizations Called 


to Meet at Columbus, O., ' 


for Action 


FEAURES OF THE PLAN 


Washington, Aug. 7. — National 
faimers' organizations at a confer- 
ence at Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 1, 2 
and 3, will determine whether the 
wheat growers of the nation will 
make a "frank and open attempt to 
foim a puze fixing monopoly." 


"There has been injected into the 
proposed co-operative movement to 
bring the producer 
and 
consumer 


closer together, a question so contro- 
versial and fraught with ao many 
possibilities that farmers must de- 
cide at once to face the issue." This 
is according to Charles A. Lyman, 
secretary of the National Board of 
Farm Organizations. 


The Coiumbus meeting, according 


to all indications, will result in a 
showdown between the radical and 
conseivative farm organizations. The 
Columbus meeting also likely will de- 
teimine whether the farmers will en- 
ter into a hard and fast agreement 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor. 
Essentials of Plan 


The essential features of the pro- 


posed price fixing plan include: 


First—iA national marketing com- 


pany organized on a nonstock, non- 
profit fixing basis so as not to con- 
lict with the provisions of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. This will "be 
formed after the nine principal wheat 
growing states have each been or- 
ranized with at least 51 per cent of 
.he growers signed up under a five- 
year contract to deliver all of their 
wheat. 
Second—In case of overproduction 


n any year, it will be necessary to 
store the surplus and perhaps cut 
the acreage the following year. 


Third—The interests of the public 


aie to be protected by including on 
;he board of directors with full vot- 
ng powers, representatives of the de- 
partments of agriculture and the fed- 
eral trade commission. 


Lyman says that sentiment ex- 
pressed at a recent farmers' meeting 
indicates that the farmers themselves 
want "monopolistic control."

Evacuation I* Weird and Picturesque 


Happening—Hacked and Mutilated 


Bodies of Polish Soldier* At- 


test Cruelty of R«di. 


W ishington —A vivid description of 


the evacuatfon of Kiev bj the Polish 
armv was received In Washington, In 
the shape of mall dispatches from 
Warsivv, the Polish capital. 
Colonel 


Oasklll. 
formerly of the American 


armv hut now of the Polish railway 
mission, aud Ja> P Moffut, secretary 
of tlif American Legation at Warsaw, 
fnrnlhhed two of the clearest stories 
of the actual abandonment

The account, which, although not 


official, Is regarded as reliable Infor- 
mation, follows- 


Picturesque and Thrilling Event 
"The evacuation of Kiev by the Pol- 


ish armv was a picturesque as well 
as a thrilling event. Credit for sav- 
ing not onlj his men but also for the 
rescue of the Immense swarm of ref- 
ugees which accompanied the array 
must be given to General Rydz Smlg- 
ley, the Polish commander of the Kiev 
occupation.

these refugees have been making their 
way Into Warsaw clad In anv thing 
remotelv resembling clothes and have 
been giving truthful but none the less 
evtraordlnarj accounts of the esperi- 
encps which thev have undergone.

Kiev with the Polish troops, was with 
the Polish staff there throughout the 
entire e\peiieuce and vvltnesocd the 
planning as well ns the execution of 
the evacuation movement.

Washington. — More than 
57,000 


druggists, retail n.id wholesale, and 
manufacturers of proprietary medi- 
cines, flavoring extracts, sirups, etc.. 
have been licensed 
in the 
United 


States itnd its consular possessicms to 
date, under the national prohibition 
act, according to statistics Just com- 
piled In the office of the prohibition 
commissioner, John H. Kramer. 


The records of the Interim! revenue 


bureau also show tl.ut nearly 10,000 
physicians in the United States, Ha- 
waii and I'orto Kico have received per- 
mits to write prescriptions calling for 
the dispensation of intoxicating llq- 
uorm for medicinal purpose a:id that 
additional permits at the rate of 1,000 
a month ure being issued to 'phj si- 
clans.

Tabulation by states of the physi- 


cians licensed up to June 23 show that 
the prohibition director for Massachu- 
setts has issued more than 15 per cent 
of tl.*> number of such permits dis- 
tributed. New York state has another 
15 per cent.
